“Economic indigestion*’ is one of thr 
main contributing 
causes 
to 
the 
business ailments which have ailect- 
rd the United States. Senator James 
J. Davis <R> of Pennsylvania, de­ 
clared today in an address at the 
commencement ceremonies of G e t­ 
tysburg college. 
“The eyes oi industry have been 
bmger than its stomach, and it Is 
evident that it has been biting off 
more than it can chew in its orgy 
oi unrestricted hiph pressure pro­ 
duction demand s and which is con­ 
trary to the fundam ental principles 
of economic law and the dictates 
of 
common horse-sense.” Senator 
Da As said. 
“The 
logical 
remedy 
that suggests itself, is for industry 
to self-regulate its production diet, 
so that the normal demands of the 
national consumption appetite may 
be soundly fulfilled.” 
Over- Production. 
Over-production 
alone, 
however, 
is not responsible for the economic 
depression from which the United 
States is emerging, he said, blaming 
the treaty of Versailles, the collapse 
of Germany's economic and finan­ 
cial structure, gross inflation in the 
capitalization of industry, the boy­ 
cott of Great Britain's products by 
the people of India, the slump of 
the silver standard, and m any h an g ­ 
overs of the World war. 
Warning aga'tnst unrestricted pro­ 
duction in this “machine age”, he 
continued: 
“Unless industry itself takes sound 
steps to master the machine, the 
machine soon may m aster industry. 
Hog-wild rampages of over-produc- 
fion may enthrone the machine as 
q •Rankenstein,’ which 
may 
turn 
about on those whom it is now serv­ 
ing and enslave industry In economic 
Chaos, resulting in financial ruin for 
tjhr employers and stockholders, and 
Unemployment and probable destitu­ 
tion for those employed in industrial 
production. 
Menacing Shadows. 
* “Menacing shadows of such indus­ 
trial woe have already appeared on 
the economic horizon. 
Several in­ 
dustries deeply enmeshed 
in 
the 
ir.ire of over-production have made 
futile efforts to ‘stabilize’ themselves 
by slashing selling prices to a mark 
barely above, and often below’, the 
actual 
cost 
of production. 
This 
unsound economic policy is proving 
ft'elf to be a fallacy, failing to bring 
profit to the industries themselves. 


<nd resulting largely in intensifying | 
business depression,

Colitis is a 
popular 
diagnosis 
just at present. To me, one of the 
most am using parts of Dr. Axel 
M unthes popular book. "The Story 
of San Michele,'* was his descrip­ 
tion of how he came to invent the 
disease “colitis.” Some women who 
were rich and pampered and ner- 
vous and unhappy, and who had 
\ ague pains all over the abdomen 
( am^ to him. and because he had 
not the slightest idea what w?as the 
m atter with them but knew they 
would feel 
more 
com fortable 
if 
they had a name for their disease, 
told them they had colitis. And the 
term became popular and still is. 
Literally, colitis means inflam m a- 
ion of ihe colon We have been con- 
. idering a special form of it. mucous 
colitis this week. Here I am speak­ 
ing of a sim ilar form. While the 
symptoms are usually emphasized in 
nervous and i* trospective 
people, 
here is frequently a real basis for 
the disease. 
One of the real dangers of the 
disease is th at ti.e patients will do 
' hemselves actual harm by too d ras­ 
tic treatm ents. The craze which has 
lately swept over the country to give 
w haf is called an internal bath and 
clear out every particle of poison 
from the ’.arce bowel is much better 
calculated to cause disease than it 
is to cure it. Every physician sees 
m any patients who have been re­ 
duced to serious ill health by re­ 
peated high enemas and injudicious I 
attcmp*> to get a colon tube clear up 
to the head of the large bowel and 
flush it out 
It is always easy to get a great 
deal of refuse away from the large 
bowel, and the appearance of this j 
Impresses the patient with the neces­ 
sity for more treatm ents. But it 
must be remembered th at the colon 
is designed by nature to harbor a 
great deal of noxious m aterial, and 
it is well adapted to prevent it from 
being assorbed. The vigorous tre a t­ 
m ents referred to 
irritate 
rather 
th an soothe the bowel, and finally 
cause actual infections and ulcera­ 
tions. The best authorities on the 
subject are unanim ous in preaching 
against the continuous and repeated 


use of enem as over any prolonged 
period of time. 
In fact, the best authorities are 
agreed th at is is rarely possible to 
get a colon tube past the first part 
of the large bowel. Thus, to quote 
j <and emend) one: 
"It is of great importance th at the 
¡ enema should be properiy instituted. 
People are frequently taught to pass 
the tube as far up the bowel as pos­ 
sible, and are rarely satisfied unless 
twelve or more inches have been in­ 
troduced. Until comparatively re- 
rently. I understood this was general 
practice, but the pelvic colon joins 
the lower bowel at an acute angle 
four and one-hali inches beyond th r 
anus and it is a physical impossibil­ 
ity to pass a rubber tube beyond this 
except through a metal instrum ent 
which has been m anipulated beyond 
the angle. This was proved long ago 
j by Surgeon Goodhart in the post 
mortem room in 1900. and again 
more recently I dem onstrated the 
j same fact with the X-ray, w-hich 
| shows th at the tube turns back when 
the angle is reached and coils up in 
the last four inches of the lower 
bowel.” 
Completely cleaning out the large 
intestine is comparable to the h er­ 
culean task of cleaning the Augean 
stables, because refuse enters the 
large intestine faster th an the hose 
can clean it out.
